Lonpon, April 22.—That the Government expects 
war istojbe fairly inferred from—first,its last night's 
announcement of the probable evacuation of the Sou- 
dan; second, the repeated references made by Mr. 
Gladstone last evening to the necessity of holding 
all troops there in readiness for service wherever 
they may be wanted (and these latter words were 
observed to be spoken with emphasis); third, the 
demand for £11,000,000, meaning a five pence half- 
penny increase inthe pound inthe taxes, a de- 
mand never before made except for war; fourth, it 
would not have excited popuiar feeling by so readily 
giving out Lumsden’s belligerent dispatch. Lon- 
don‘s entire morning press spare no words in giv- 
ing the lie to Komaroff upon Lumsden’s testimony. 
This sentence from the Chronicle, hitherto a rather 
peaceful Liberal paper, is a good instance of the de- 
flant tone of the press: “A more crushing rejoinder 
could hardly be imagined. Not one sentence of 
Komaroff’s report remains, noc one clause of it was 
exempt from the grossest and most impudent per- 
version of truth.”

A WALK TO THEIR DEATH. —

prevented. Nothing in Mr. Johnson's manner, when 
they jeft the house, indicated that he intended to 
kill himself or his mother and sister, but he had on 
his person a large silver-plated new revolver, five- ; 
chambered, carrying a 87-caliber bullet. It was a 
self-cocker, The, party strolled down toward the 
harbor, and were met by several persons, to whom 
they appeared to be in excellent spirits. They ar- 
rived in the woods about 3 o'clock, and sat on a 
rock which is a favorite resort for pleasure par- 
ties. A fine view is obtained of the Sound and of 
Long Island, and an _ inlet washes the 
foot of the rock, Across this inlet 
a iman was working on a lawn, and nenere fifty 
yards away, beck im the woods, were two laborers 
at work, ' : 

Two quick reports of a pistol and the shrieks of 
women attracted the attention of these men, who 
looked in time to see Johuson fire a third sbot at 
the screaming girl, who feli over immediately on 
her face. Johnson bent over ber body and then 
mounting the summit of the rock, placed the pistol 
at his own head, 

FIRED AND FELL. 

Not more than fifteen or twenty seconds could 
have elapsed trom the time of the first shot to the 
last shot. 

The witnesses were almost instantly on the spot. 
They found the gir! on her face, which was bruised 
by her fall, dead, Johnson also on his face dead, 
and three or four feet way the mother, wounded in 
a most horribie manner, but still breathing.

who sat on his left. She did not stir fora moment 
and he probably thought he had missed his aim, for 
he firedat her again. One of the second bul- 
lets missed. The sister, who sat on the 
right jumped up and started to run, but Johnson, 
who was a skilled saot. seemed to be taking deliber- 
ate aim at the girl, and so accurately that she prob- 
ably never beard the report of the pistol. The 
bullet passed through her bonnet and through her 
head, coming out of her temple, 

_Jobnson was left-handed and reached around to 
the corner of hisrighteye. He braced one foot 
against the rock as he fired at himself, and must

The girl's bonnet had fallen 
from her bead and stray tresses of ber hair rested 
lightly on toe strings.

Young Johnson had been un- 
well during the winter, but he was never before 
thought to be insane. He was a famous shot and 
athlete. His sister was 18 years of age, and a great 
favorite with tue people Qf Greenwich. While in 
college young Jvhuson was not a particularly hard 
student. He was very popular with his classmates 
and went mucb ip New Haven society.

Hotel promises to furnish just one more sensation 
before it passes finally out of existence, and it will 
be very strange indeed if its final demand on public 
attention is not attended with such a large loss of 
human life as will be im striking contrast with the 
strangely bloodless character of its eventful 
history. When the hotel was being prepared for 
occupancy about ten years ago, it startled the com- 


munity, disgusted the architect and almost broke 
the proprietors by suddenly letting go ali hold and 
faliing into the cellar. The ruins were searched, but, 
to the amazement of everybody, no victims were 
found. Bracing up the walls that had withstood the 
temptation to fall, the owners proceeded once more 
to make a hotel. A very pleasing exterior was put 
upon it, and fora timea large number of fash- 
ionabie St. Louisans had quarters there. But as 
people came to know it better, they moved 
out, and one day there was a quiet sale, which laid 
the foundation fora lawsuit fullof knockdowns 
and pistols and sianders, the belligerent reminis- 
cences of which are stil lying around in some of 
the law offices and justice courts. For atime the 
hotel was ia a staie of siege aad boarders could only 
get in 
BY USE OF CROWBARS AND BXEAST-PLATES 
for stray bullets to carom off of, while 
the fearless proprietor hauled meals _ for 
himself and wife up a rope from the sidewalk. 
Shortiy after these conditions had been overcome, 
and while the courts were still engaged in trying to 
tind out who owned the rookery and how trey 
came to own rt, the building became once more a 
victim to its early vice and fell all in a heap—at 
least the Washington avenue end of it did. The 
St. Charles street end stood firm and foul, with 
nothing ip its outer aspect to suggest that 
anytuing kad happened to the other end. 
And thus the wreck’ bas existed for two or three 
years—a menace and an unusigotiy nuisance. The 
owner of the property isa thrifty gentleman, who 
wouki draw rentif he had nothing but a chimney 
to draw it from, and by skillful management he has 
succeeded in renting out the apartments im the un- 
collapsed part of tbe buiiding to about thirty or 
forty famisies, who live there an uncongenial and 
unsociable community, devoiing 4 large part of 
their time to the upprofitabie occupation of 
hoiding their noses. The proprietor draws over one 
hundred doliars a week rentalfrom the- rookery, 
and aS long as 
THE SMELL DOESNT GROW STRONG ENOUGH 
to travel east of Sevveuth sireet, dues not propose to 
lose any sleep over it. The sanitary officers are 
giving their attention to the matter to-day, but the 
ordinances are so inadequate that there is a strong 
probability, in case of tue advent of warm weather, 
that the oid hotei will become the center of a re- 
gion of pest. The reports already submitted indi- 
cate that some time durng the cold weather the 
pipesin the hotel, being unprotected, became fil'ed 
with ice, thus shutting off tne water suppiy. When 
this occurred the water was turned oft. and the 
peopie in the building had to get along with what 
iittle could be carried to thein by hand from a 
hydrant ina neiguboring yard. Since these conditions 
were in a degree unavoidable, no loud complaint 
was made during cold weaiher. But when spring 
came onthe proprietor probably reasoned that, 
since his tenants had gotten aiong 80 smoothly 
witnout @reguiar water supply during the cold 
weather, they might just as weli do without it aito- 
gether. ‘Tunis would bea fine sirokeof economy, 
because the water license 01 a house of that many 
rooms would be so large as to eat deeply 
into the revenue it yielded. Pro- 
tests froin tenants availed nothing, and 
trom December until a few days ago, when a re- 
porter called there, these twenty or thirty families 
bad been iiving in the building with no water save 
what is brougut to them by a Janitor each day—

FIRE IN A FIRE-PROOF. 


A $25,000 Blaze .in the Singer Building 
Last Night. 
The roof of the Singer Building, on Broadway 
and Locust street, this morning testifies to the fiery 
ordeal through which it passed last night. Th 
mansard roof is .a ruin. In many placs 
the slates were split off by the heat, leaving th 
naked and blackened boarding visible, and in othe 
spots masses of the roof have disappeared. But for 
the damage done by the water the rest of the buil¢ 
ing is uninjured. A muddy and soot-carrying tor 
rent, however, has been pouring and splashing 
down the Lecust street Stairs al 
morning, and wherever has found 
A weak place in the floors it has 
gone through an d made its mark on the ceiling be 
neath. 
It was 12:45 last night when fiames were first. seen 
issuing from the roof of the Singer Buiiding. Three 
young men who were ssing by saw the flames 
and gave the alarm. Other aiarms were turned on 
by other spectators, and as soon as Chief Lindsay 
examined the fire he ordered asecond call. Atl 
o'clock the general alarm was sounded. In the 
meantime, despite the lateness of the hour, a large 
crowd gathered and was watching the blaze in- 
tently. Whenthbe firemen first came, not under 
standing the topozraphy of tbe building, 
thev made their wa in through the 
gees doors of the ifth street front, 
eaxing the doors. Of course, it was impossible 
to get to the roof this way, as there is no stairway 
on the west side. A line was, a few moments late, 
run up the Locust street stairs, and the firema 
found the stand pipes of the greatest advaniage i 
figuting the flames.

Good Results of Mr. Pettes’ Trip to 
New York. 


A Number of Magnificent Pictures Already 
Secured—St. Louis’ Position as an Art 
Center Established—List of the Painters 
and Paintings. ‘ 


Mr. Henry B. Pettes, superintendent of the Ex- 
position Art Department, arrived bome yesterday 
from New York, where he was in attendance upon 
the exhibitions of the National Academy of Design 
and the prize display of the American Art Associa- 
tion. Of the former Mr. Pettes says the 


collection was very poor, as all the 
good = artists had been attracted Ww 


the Association, of which he speaks in the most en- 
thusiastic way. 

“I was far more successful than I had hoped to 
be,” said Mr. Pettes, “and must in a great measure 
attribute it to the hearty co-operation which was 
extended to me by the art critics and | of 
New York City. The fact that St. Louis had come 
into the field delighted the artists-of the city, 
and its» spread like wild-fire among 
the studios. St. Louis has not a very enviable 
reputation as an art city, and this departure of hers 
was a source of great satisfaction. ‘The readers of 
the Post-DispatcH have already learned, from the 
exhaustive telegram published the other evening 
from New York, what pictures were selected, but it 
will be of interest to know that the —_ sub- 
mitted by St. Louis artists were highly spoken of. 
Indeed, one of the leading papers of New York 
said that Mr. Chambers’ “Scariet Letter” was 
entitled to a place among the four prize’selections. 

THIS MEANS SOMETHING 
when taken in connection with the fact that 600 
pictures were presented for *exhibition, comprising 
the work of all the best artists in America. This 
being the first prize exhibition ever held by the 
Association, the interest among the painters of 
New York, was intense.

1 will be present and 
near you at your exeqution to-morrow; my profes- 
sion and my relation to the Coinmittee of Safety 
give me unusual privileges. The moment your 
head fails into tue basket I wiil lift it up, and if you 
know me and stili have ths power of action, you, 
will close your left eye three times."" The doomed 
man iaughingly agreed, the compact was sealed, 
and the two friends bade each other an affectionate 
farewell. 
Morning dawned on jthe prison, ard as 
each victim's number was read out he took 
his piace im the tumbril and was carried to the 
&cene of his execution. The young Englishman 
was there,so was my grandfather, Head after 
head fell; then came the turn of ‘S.* He placed 
his head beneath the knife, which fla~hed down- 
ward, and the head dropped into the basket.

THE BABY VENUS’ DEATH 


What the St. Louls Museum People Think 
ofthe Freak’s Step-Father. 

That very well-known Dime-Museum freak, “The 
Baby Venus,” died on Sunday evening in Chicago 
of measles, under circumstances wifich, while they 
may not call for the intervention of the law, are 
sufficient toshow how some of the unfortunate 
children whose hard fate it is to be exhibited are 
treated by their natural guardians. This girl, who 
the museum authorities say was but six years old, 


was as well developed as the ordinary woman. 
She had been exhibited in ail the 
of the country 
great deal of attention. T he 
history of her death as teid by Mr. Sebastian, of 
Gregory’s Dime Museum, runs as foilows: “The 
Baby Venus began exhibiting here on March 30 and 
on esday, April 7, she quit, sick of the measles. 
She had adate madein Chicago for Monday, and 
her step-father, Coj. Jesse Foster, was very anxious 
to get her up there. Inever had no use for him 
nohow, more than to pay him what was due for 
the Baby Venus. I never iliked him. 
The child everybody in the museum liked. 
I used to go over and see_ her 
every day while she was sick. One day Col. Foster 
came in here and said “The little brute has kept me 
awake all night."* That shows you the kind of man 
he was, I went and saw Mrs. Foster andI said to 
her “If you take the child upto Chicago the way 
she is now, you'll kill her sure.” She says: “For 
God's sake tell my husband that, and make him 
stop here till she is weil enough to travel.” That's 
the way she felt about it, but of course she couid do 
nothing. When they went to Chivago they never took 
& sleeping car, but kept that poer sick child up ina 
chair car ali night. Of course that was Foster's 
doing. ‘Well she’s dead now, and I hope it’s a 
good thing forher. She's gone where she will be 
taken care of right.” 
“What was her real name?” 
“She was christened ““Orenda, the ar! Venus.” 
“I never knew of ber having any other name. 
She wasn't Col. Foster's child. Col. Foster was her 
mother’s agent, and then he married her. Her 
mother’s name was Mrs. Hattie Edwards. Her 
mother was a good woman, but she didn't have no 
show. Inever bad any use for Foster, myself. 
Dr. Johnson of Eightn and Franklin avenue tried 
to get che chiid kept here till she got weil enough to 
travel, but it couldn't be done, There wasn't one 
in the museum,” continued Sebastian, ‘that didn’t 
uke that baby. She was only 6 years old, and she 
was that pleasant you couldn't help liking her, and 
so we've fixed up that frame with her pictures 
with crape arouvd it, and I we'll 
send some flowers up to putonthe coffin.
